the passengers passed two hours of 
terrible anxiety on the wreck. 


A furious rain storm and a heavy sea 


raged all night. 
It is feared the Lusi- 


tania will be a total wreck. 
The last 


reports received here said the steamer 
was breaking up, that her fore-holds 
were full 4>£ water and that her cargo 
was being salved. 


There is hope of saving- the effects of 


the passengers, as-where possible they 
were stowed above decks. 


Six steamers are now on their way 


from here to the scene of the wreck. It 
is expected that the rescued passen- 
gers will be brought here tonight.

leges specific acts of cruelty dat:n_ 
back to 1863. 
She alleges^ that her 


husband has repeatedly struck 
her 


with his fist, choked imd kicked her, 
also that he Seat her with a rope un- 
til she was black and blue. 
On one 


occasion, Mrs. Leveira claims, her hus- 
band beat her so badly that she was 
confined to her bed for six weeks. 


In January of 1S7S, while living on 


their ranch in Contra 
Costa county, 


Mrs. Leveira claims she was driven 
from her home by threats to kilHSier. 
She says she ran to a neighbor's place 


111 her night robes. Her husband, she 
says, followed her with a pistol and 
dogs. 
Mrs. Leveira fled to 
Antioch. 


There she and her husband met a.nd 
patched up their;quarrel, airs. Lev- 
eira says she agreed to return to her 
husband on condition that he would 
not abuse her any more. 
Shortly af- 


terward, she says, the cruel treatment 
was-resumed. 


Last May, Mrs. .Leveira says, she 


sustained severe injuries from a fall, 
but her husband refused to call a doc- 
tor. 
She remained in-bed for several 


weeks suffering great pain. When she

for medical 
attendance, she. 


says, her husband told her she was 
merely feigning illness. 


A few weeks ago, Mrs. Levira says, 


she was driven from her Momn at Pan 
Leandro by the cruelty of her hus- 
band a.nd his threats to kill her.

Du.rinsr the discussion the other night 


every member of the Council express- 
ed himself S.i favor 'of a -municipal wa- 
ter plant, but when they looked about 
to see where the city could acquire one 
they -sere, to use a slang: term, up 


It. 
True, Wallace said some- 


thing about getting a 
subterranean 


supply at Roberts Landing, 
but that 


piojeet has been so thoroughly explod- 
ed that It would be midsummer 
mad- 


ness to bond this city to carry put a 
scheme so chimerical. 
Even the last 


Council gave it up as no longer wor- 
thy of Serious consideration, and 
all 


the Councilmen save Wallace said it 
•was a vain idea that promised no ful- 
fillment but failure. 


The fact is the available sources of 


water supply in this vicinity have be- 
come the property of two corporations. 
.A-ide from Pinoie Creek and artesian 
•n-ells. these corporations have all ths 
v/ater obtainable in large quantities. 
Artesian wells are too precarious to 
think about because the subterranean 
supply is now being heavily 
drawn 


upon, and can always be tapped 
bs' 


anyone sinking a well in the 
basin. 


V'hile the supply cannot be enlarged, 
the drafts upon it are steadily increas- 
ing;, thus diminishing the amount that 
may be obtained at any one point. Be- 
sides, ths experience of the Oakland 
"Water Company demonstrates that it 
is almost impossible, under the 
most 


favorable conditions, to develop an ar- 
tesian supply sufficient at all times for 
the needs of Oakland. 
It is conceded 


that the Dingee wells are situated at 
the most advantageous point in 
the 


whole artesian basin. 
With thirty o[ 


them pumped to practically their full 
capacity, a steady supply o£ only about 


6,000,000 gallons daily was developed. 
This is insufficient for 
the' 
present 


needs of Oakland. 
"Where else can 


an equal supply of artesian water be 
obtained, in view of the fact that 
it 


must come from the same subterran- 
ean source? 


It has been demonstrated that the 


supply which might be developed 
at 


Pinole would be insufficient in quan 
lity and would cost more than the 
valuation placed on Contra Costa water 
by Judge Hart. 


Aiamedn. creek and .the tributaries 


have been monopolized' by the Spring 
Valley Company, while 
the 
Contra 


Costa Company owns the San Lean- 
dro and Temescal water sheds and the 


Squaw Valley, ICO miles by twenty- 
five miles in area—-a place at the time 
certainly as unpromising as could be 
imagined. . With the aid of other cap- 
italists ha began the work pf reclama- 
tion and-spent thirteen years on the 
ranch. 
The engineering was expen- 


sive, but great storage reservoirs were 
constructed and irrigation ditches were 
provided, which in the end made the 
property of such value that English 
capitalists sought and obtained con- 
trol. It is with 'the wrecking of the 
institution that the present suit has 
to do, which demonstrates the danger 
of bringing in foreign capital that can 
have no personal interest in building 
up a community. 


The point is, however, that without 


a dollar of government aid an immense 
tract of land, heretofore deemed of no 
value, has become one of the best cattle 
ranges in the country lying between 
the Rocky Mountains and the Sierra 
Nevadas—a region termed by Fremont 
the "Great American Desert." 
Now 


>vhat was done In this; instance could 
be repeated in 
Southern: California 


ind in the section lying East of the Si- 
erras in Lassen; Plumas and 
Modoc 


counties. 
As long as the people who 


own the property there wait for gov- 
ernment assistance to redeem 
their 


holdings from their present sterility, 
tho land will be idle, for the Federal 
authorities simply will, not do a thins 
—there really is no reason why they 
should. 
The owners will have to or- 


ganize in districts, employ competent 
men, and bring the water from the 
mountains to the lands. 
There is wa- 


ter enough, never fear,- for most of the 
streams in the regions noted are not 
utilised and hundreds ot thousands of 
inches of water civn be had for the tak- 
ing, but it will cost money to get It.

considered are: Where will you 
get 


your water and what will it cost to get 
it? 
Would any man with any claim 


to business judgment dream for a mo- 
ment 
of 
spending millions -at either 


Roberts Landing 
or 
Pino:.e 
creek? 


.What, business man would look upon 
either project :is other than a wildcat 
speculation promising no commensu- 
rate return? 


Tho principle of municipal 
owner- 


ship is not to be served by grasping 
after shadows and spending money on 
empirical schemes exploited for pri- 
vate gain at the public expense. 
It 


could be struck no harder blow than 
to spend two or three millions on some 
abortive project that would le.ive the 
city loaded with debt and with, an in- 
adequate water supply. 
The i'aets of 


the situation may as well be faced at 
the outset.

Hardly a clay passes now that we do 
not have from half a dozen to a dozen 
men apply for work of any kind, but 
we have -not work for them and are 
compelled to turn most of them away, 
no matter how muoii it may .grieve us. 
Of course, this is a dull time of the 
year and all the -shipyards have let out 
men, but I think the various 'Strikes 
are in a large measure accountable for 
Ihe great number of idle men. 
Still, 


it is -Loo bad" from whatever cause it 
may come. I say that .when a. man 
wants to work .he ought to have an 
opportunity to do so." 


Mr. "Wrig'lu was discussing the fact 


that he ha.d recently 'discharged 
1T-.0 


men and .that Dickey's shipyard had 
al-o disehiu'yed a- number of men be- 
cause there was no work for them dur- 
ing the dull season. 
Since 
then, he 


says, the strike has been declared and 
the number of men who apply for work 
at the shipyard is amazing. To avoid 
discharging a lot of .others, a.nd at the 
same time utilize the odds ami ends of 
lumber ithat gather in a shipyard from 
the various contracts, Hay & Wright 
are building a large lig-hter, ot- bargee. 
This gives employment to the present 
force when it is not otherwise engaged, 
the work being done by piecemeal. 


Scene of Activity. 


Notivithstajitlinu Ithe 'complaint of a 


dull season, there is a scene of activity 
at all the shipyards, and one unac- 
quainted with the business would sup- 
pose that it is unusually lively. 


At Hay & Wright's shipyards the 


two-masted schooner Abbie has been 
placed upon the ways for repairs.
